CAYETANO  NAP.RA,  after  having  been  duly  sworn,  testi¬ 
fied  at  Ajuy,  Iloilo  Province,  Panay,  P.  I.»  on  26  Noveip 
1945,  as  follows: 

Q  Please  state  your  name,  age,  nationality  and  present 

A  Cayetano  NARRA;  38  years  old;  Filipino;  Soledad  Street, 
Ajuy,  Iloilo,  Panay. 

Q  Do  you  expect  to  remain  at  your  present  address? 

A  Yes. 

Q  What  were  your  activities  during  the  Japanese  occu- 

A  iawasn!neaged  in  farming  until  I  was  apprehended  on 
September  f8th,  1943 1  by  Japanese  forces 
the  command  of  Col.  WATANABE  conducting  a  punitive 
expedition  at  Sitio  Batoinsay,  Barrio  Progreso, 

Ajuy,  Iloilo. 

0  Have  you  been  a  victim  of  any  atrocity  comnittedby 

‘  the  Japanese  forces  at  any  time  during  that  punitive 

ft  apprehended  by  the  J<-P»nese  on  September 

18th,  1943,  at  Barrio  Gobatan.  At  that  time  I  v _as 
questioned  and  beaten  up  by  two  Jeoanes®  soldiers; 
one  was  Questioning  me  while  the  other  beat  me  all 
around  the  body  with  a  th^ck  piece  of  wo°d* 
then  taken  to  the  Command  Post  of  Colonel  WATANABE 
who  proceeded  to  question  me  personally  r®8a£d^f 
guerrilla  activities.  As  soon  as  I  made  an  answer. 
Colonel  WATANABE  struck  me  in  the  face  with  his  fist, 
knocking  me  down.  After  this  I  was  returned  to  the 
SpaneSl  soldiers  who  started  to  kick,  slap  and  beat 
me  until  I  fell  to  the  ground. 

Q  How  do  you  know  that  it  v/as  Colonel  Y/ATANABE  who  hit 

A  On  the  way  to  his  Command  Post,  a  Filipino  spy  by  the 
name  of  Francisco  KAC-ALONA,  told  me,  better  tell 
Colonel  WATANABE  the  truth  and  save  yourself  from 
further  punishment. 

Q  Would  you  be  able  to  recognize  Col.  WATANABE? 

A  Certainly.  I  can  identify  him  the  moment  I  see  him. 

Q  Did  you  ever  have  occasion  to  witness  any  Japanese 
atrocities  during  this  punitive  expedition? 

A  Yes.  On  September  l6ch,  1943»  immediately  pr  or  o 
my  arrest  at  Barrio  Gobatan,  I  personally  witnessed 
the  killing  of  six  Filipino  ®iviilans»  a^8  ^he’ 
my  own  father,  Leonardo  NARRA,  55  y°a^s.pmTOORAh  4«Tt 
names  of  the  others  killed  were:  Jose  ARTICORA,  4^)$ 
Julian  PERANTE,  45;  Federico  PERANTE,  39;  0Jd_^°  ^ 

whose  nicknames  is’all  I  know;  ANCY,  40;  and  INCO,  55. 
Four  of  them,  including  my  fat her,  were  beheaded^ 
the  other  two  were  bayonetted  to  death.  I  saw  cn 
from  a  distance  of  about  5  meters. 
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Q  How  many  Japanese  soldiers  were  responsible  for  this 
atrocity  and  what  were  their  names? 

A  The  e  were  five  Japanese  soldiers,  but  I  do  not  know 
their  names,  neither  can  I  describe  them  now. 

Q  Did  you  personally  witness  any  other  atrocity  after 
the  one  you  just  mentioned*5 

A  Yes.  On  this  same  day,  and  in  the  same  barrio,  I 
saw  two  other  Filipino  civilians  killed  by  the  same 
group  of  Japanese  soldiers.  They  were  Aurelio 
ARTACIIO,  18  years  old,  and  Lucas  DOCTOLERO,  40. 

The  former  was  chopped  in  the  neck  with  a  sword  and 
thrown  into  a  house  which  later  on  was  set  afire  by 
the  Japanese.  The  latter  was  crucified  to  the 
ground  with  three  six-inch  nails;  one  on  each  wrist, 
and  the  third  driven  thru  the  base  of  his  skull. 

I  was  standing  only  two  meters  from  where  this  occu¬ 
rred. 

Q  Did  you  witness  any  other  atrocity? 

A  Yes.  That  same  afternoon  at  about  two  P.M.,  just 
upon  our  arrival  at  Barrio  Batoinsay,  I  personally 
witnessed  the  killing  of  two  Filipino  male  civilians 
and  one  woman.  Colonel  WATANABE  conducted,  a  personal 
investigation  of  the  woman  regarding  the  whereabouts 
of  her  husband.  She  answered  that  her  husband  had 
died  before  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Not  satisfied 
with  the  answer,  Colonel  WATANABE  made  her  squat  on 
the  ground  and  ordered  one  of  his  men  to  behead  her. 
The  woman  was  instantly  killed.  The  two  Filipino 
men  were  bayonetted  to  death  by  other  Japanese  sold¬ 
iers  upon  orders  of  Colonel  WATANABE.  I  was  an  eye 
witness  to  all  this, 

C  Do  you  know  the  names  of  these  three  victims? 

A  The  name  of  the  woman  was  Nening  NAVARP.O,  38  years 
old.  I  do  not  know  the  names  of  the  two  men. 

Q  Do  you  know  the  names  of  the  Japanese  soldiers  who 
killed  these  three  people? 


Q  Do  you  remember  what  they  looked  like*5 

A  No.  I  Have  forgotten  their  features. 

0  v'hat  happened  after  this'' 

A  At  about  3  P.N.  of  the  same  afternoon,  eight  more 
male  civilians  were  apprehended,  and  au  *  P.A'.  three 
women  were  captured.  The  next  morning,  September 
19th,  these  victims  were  taken  one  by  one  into  a 
nearby  nipa  shack  which  had  no  walls.  I  could  see 
all  that  happened  because  I  was  right  underneath  this 
same  house.*  Some  of  them  were  beheaded  and  some 
were  bayonetted  to  death  by  the  same  group  of  Jap¬ 
anese  responsible  for  the  other  atrocities  I  have 
mentioned.  The  victims  of  this  atrocity,  whose  names 
I  know  were:  Cresencio  TUPAZ,  19;  JUAN  (KIKI),  55; 
Jose  VILLAMOR,  22;  Teodonico  VILLAMOR  15$  Felix 
ARIEGO,  35;  Alberto  NARTE,  25;  Milagras  TUPAS,  17; 
Magdalena  CARRILLO,  20:  Natividad  MARITSADO,  27; 
and  Bonifacio  TUPAZ,  35. 
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Q  V/hat  happened  after  that0 

A  From  Barrio  Batoinsay,  we  went  to  AJuy,  then  pro- 
c©6d6d  to  Barrio  Gaun  wh6r©  I  witn©ss6d  thG  kix] -ng 
of  another  Filipino  civilian,  Elias  del  COSTILLA, 

55  years  old.  I  saw  this  from  a  distance  of  20  meters. 
He  was  beheaded  by  one  of  Colonel  WATANABE' s  men. 

This  happened  on  or  about  September  20,  1943* 

Q  Would  you  recognize  the  Japanese  who  perpetrated 
these  atrocities0 

A  No.  Neither  do  I  know  their  names. 

Q  Do  you  have  anything  further  to  add  to  this  state¬ 
ment? 

A  No.
